M. & B. Railroad 


Washington, June 22.—(Special.)— 
An effort to interest the Seaboard 
Air ‘Line railway in purchase «£ the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad, 
which is about to be dismantled and 
sold, is being made by Representative 
Samuel Rutherford, of Forsyth, who 
has asked ‘S. Davies Warfield, presi- 
dent of the Seaboard to make an 
investigation and buy the M. & B. 
when it is sold. 

Rutherford believes that rebuilding 
of the line would contribute to the 
development of the middle Georgia 
district through Which the road runs, 
aiding in making Thomaston and 
other towns more thriving as indus- 
trial centers. 

The Macon and Birmingham road 
extends from Macon to LaGrange, 
about 108 miles. 

The road was built by the Macon 
Construction company with the idea 
of linking it with the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida railway, which runs 
from Macon to Palatka, Fla., at Sof- 
kee, and running from there to Bir- 
mingham, connecting with the coal 
and iron industries, Rutherford ex- 
plained. 

Panie Halted Plans. 

“Just before or about the time the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad was 
completed to LaGrange, the panic of 
1893 came and utterly destroyed all 
hope of extending the road and ren- 
dered the stock in the Macon Con- 
struction company practically worth- 
less,” he said. : 

“With no western connection as a 
feeder and the depression or panic of 
18938 making it impossible’ to 
further finance the road, it became 
necessary later to have the road 
placed in the hands of receivers. 

“It is alleged that the Southern 
Railway company in some way ob- 
tained control. While the construc- 
tion of the road was first-class at 
the time it was built, with no con- 
nections as a feeder, it has been an 
unprofitable investment. The South- 
ern Railway company owns the old 
Atlanta and Florida railroad, which 
serves Culloden and Yatesville, both 
of which are on the Macon and Bir- 
mingham. ‘The Southern also owns 
the old Georgia Midland _ railroad 
which runs through Woodbury, which 
is also on the Macon and Birmingham. 

Investments Destroyed. 

“Knowing that the town of Lizella, 
in Bibb county, had grown in popu- 
lation on the road and other small 
places, a large number of orchards 
were planted when the road was oper- 
ating. I know from observation that 
when the road ceased operations it 
practically destroyed many of the in- 
vestments made. 

“While the city of Thomaston has 
a branch of the Central, at the same 
time, with the large investments made 
by the Hightower cotton mills inter- 
ests, it is very important a fast grow- 
ing place like Thomaston should not 
be deprived of railroad competition. 

“I would not like to see the Ma- 
jcon and Birmingham junked. I had 
—— all along that some large sys- 
tem might become interested and buy 
it. I wrote S. Davies Warfield, presi- 
dent of the Seaboard Air Line, urging 
him to make investigations and buy 
the road when sold. 

“While the Seaboard Air Line en- 


{ters Atlanta, it does not own a line 


to Macon. The purchase of the M. 
& B. would give entry into Sofkee, 
which is only seven miles from Ma- 
con,”

Im- 
munity, so far as we knew, is in- 
variably a specific state or condition 
—some kind ,of natural reaction or 
response to the action upon the body 
of the germs, toxins, poisons or sub- 
stances to which the term refers. To 
eall such immunity as an individnal 
may acquire against tuberculosis ‘‘re- 
sistance” is careless; and in effect 
harmful, because it tends to make 
us lose sight of the specifie character 


‘of the state, ' re | 
‘vague about such a thing it is easy

Probably the influence of sunlight 
is essential for the development of 
the degree of immunity to tubercu- 
losis which is necessary to keep most’ 
of us tuberenlar folk well. Prob- 
ably, also, I do not pretend to know 
positively about this, but merely give 
my own opinion—probably also a lib- 
eral supply of certain carriers of the 
mysterious sunlight influence — vit- 
amin or whatever it may be—aids in 
the process of immunity, and among 
such carriers I may mention pure 
fresh milk, butter, cod liver © oil, 
greens, fresh air. Shucks, I haven't 
the slightest notion whether there is 
a vitamin in fresh air—but I’m just 
telling you my own theoretical view. 
I am not pretending to be an expert 
upon tuberculosis; just a _ health 
teacher. 

The French Think Differently. 

Crowding—living too many to a 
room or dwelling—is universally noted 
as a predisposing cause of tubercu- 
losis in America. The only objection 
I can see in so living is that it af- 
fords greater opportunity for the pass- 
ing of infection from one person to 
another. Given any number of per- 
sens free’ from disease and they 
might live huddled as closely as bees 
in a hive or rabbits in a warren 
without any ill effect... Crowding too 
many ‘persons in a elosed room of 
course makes the air foul. Formerly 
we thought the using up of oxygen 
and the increasing proportion of car- 
bon dioxide (given off from the lungs 
of occupants breathing the air) were 
the changes which made the air 
“foul.”

New York, June 22.—(#)—Tex 
Rickard depos:ted his boxing orphan, 
the proposed Dempsey-Tunney heavy- 
weight match, on the doorstep of the 
state athletic commission today, but 
it was promptly turned out. 

By a vote of two to one, the fistic 
fathers formally rejected Rickard’s 
application to stage a title bout be- 


tween Dempsey and Tunney at the 
Yankee stadium September 16, after 
the promoter had offered to post a 
$50,000 forfeit guaranteeing that the 
or would box Harry Wills in 


Brower Joins Farley. 


Chairman James A. Farley was 
joined by Commissioner George A. 
Browe. in vetoing Rickard’s proposal 
and making it clear that Dempsey 
must fight Wills, the negro challenger, 
before meeting any other opponent 
in this state. Commissioner William 
Muldoon cast his ballot in Rickard’s 
favor. 

Thus the expected showdown in 
the heavyweight situation produced 
only another stalemate for Rickard, 
equally as unyielding as the commis- 
sion, declared flatly that he would 
not stage a Wills-Dempsey contest 
this year, that he was bound by iron- 
clad agreements to go through with a 
Dempsey-Tunney match first and was 
prepared to stage it elsewhere, pre- 
sumably Boyles Thirty Acres in Jer- 
sey City, if denied the right to put it 
on_in New York city 

Rickard, who appeared before the 
commission empowered to act for 
Dempsey, declared he could not re- 
cede from his plan to match the cham- 
pion with Tunney. He disclosed that 
after signing Dempsey at Fort Worth, 
Texas, some time ago he had ap- 
proached Harry Wills’ manager on 
the subject of signing for a title bout 
only to be informed that the negro 
was still tied up under contracts 
signed with Chicago and South Bend, 
Indiana, interests Subsequently, the 
promoter ‘added, he signed Tunney, 
advanced money to him as well as to 
Dempsey, and felt obliged to go 
through with the match regardless 
of the attitude of the New York com- 
mission 


_. Plans Not [atisfactory. 

Rickard’s explanation apparently 
failed to satisfy the commission nor 
was the offer to guarantee Wills a 
fight with the winner of the Tunney- 
Dempsey contest favcrably received. 
The promoter’s proposal in this con- 
nection was for a Wills match next 
year, in June at the earliest, but the 
commission indicated this would not 
satisfy its desires so far as the negro 
is concerned. Rickard said he would 
not consider staging more than one 
title match this year. 

Chairman Farley sought to have 
Dempsey classed formally as ineligi- 
ble as a result of the champion’s 
failure to accept an ultimatum, ex- 
piring today, to sign for a Wills 
match, but his motion to this effect 
was tabled. In its place the commis- 
sion decided its rules on champion- 
ships would apply to Dempsey. Such 
applications automatically would 
make the champion ineligible, since 
he has not defended his title in near- 
ly three years. but as he is not a 
licensed boxer here its effect remains 
doubtful. The situation simply is that 
the champion is barred from New 
York so long as he does not. fight 
Wills, the recognized and official chal- 
lenger. 

The next move in the situation, 
critics agreed, is up to Rickard, but 
the promoter tonight declined to say 
what it would be or whether he would 
decide definitely to take the Tunney- |

Jersey City, N. J., June 22.—An 
electrical storm breaking over the en- 
tire metropolitan area, killed two chil- 
dren and severely injured eight others 
late this afternoon when lightning 
struck a concrete cupola in West Side 
park, Jersey City, under which they 
had sought shelter from the driving 
rain, 

The dead are Helen’ Johnson, 6 
years old, and Howard . Van 
Hazen, 14. : 

Harold Kratz, 13; Kar] Burkhardt, 
43; Oliver Dau, 10; Margaret Jack- 
son, 13; Jacob Healey, 9; Lillian Far- 
rell, 7, and Theresa Curtin, 9, all of 
Jersey City, and Martin Fallon, 68, 
a park attendant, were severely 
shocked. 


The dead and injured children were 
among a score of students of St. 
Bridget’s Parochial school. Honor pu- 
pils in their studies, the sister supe- 
rior, had granted them the special 
privilege on the sultriest afternoon of 
the summer, of a-park jaunt. They 
set forth gaily, in the care of four 
nuns who promised them a wade and 
a swim in the city pool, located at the 
extreme west end of the park, 

At the height of their frolie the 
storm gathered quickly and broke as 
they reached the southeast corner of 
the park. They dashed for the cover 
of the cupola. 

Huddled together in the small struc- 
ture they made a target for the bolt. 
which, with a blinding flash, ripped 
through the sky and shattered the 
summer house five minutes after they 
had taken refuge there. 

Nearby is the Catholic church of 
St. Aloysius. The Rev. Father Mark 
J. Duffy, gazing out at the fury of the 
storm from his study, saw the bolt 
strike. He hurried to the scene and 
as others summoned ambulances and 
police, administered last rites to the 
two dying children.

The mayor told how both city and 
state would lose by Dr. Lacy’s de- 
parture, a’‘ad said he had particularly 
noted the wonderful work done by the 
pastor of Central Presbyterian. Mayor 
Sims expressed the conviction that 
the parting was only for a time and 
that Dr. Lacy would some day return 
to Atlanta to live. 

Dr. S. R. Belk spoke for the Meth- 
odist denominatioh,.. speaking par- 
ticularly of what he termed Dr. 
Lacy's “genius for friendship” and 
of his remarkable’ influence’ with 
young people, Dr. Belk referred to 
Dr. Lacy’s magnificent record as a 
“fighting chaplain” with the A. E. 
F. during the world war and said that 
this had given him unique entree into 
the hearts of young men. 

Father Horton, on behalf of the 
Catholic church in Atlanta, said that 
he was glad to pay the respects of 
that church to Dr. Lacy, “a type of 
man that no city can afford to lose.” 

Dr. Charles W. Daniel, speaking 
for the Baptists, said that there was 
a real tragedy incident to Dr. Lacy's 
departure, He said the Central Pres- 
byterian would find another pastor, 
that the Lions’ elub would “carry 
on,”” and that the city would recover 
from the loss it was to suffer, but 
declared that Dr. Lacy’s going broke 
up “the finest golf foursome on earth.” 

Dr. L. Bricker, of the Chris- 
tian church, said that Dr. Lacy’s pas- 
¢orate here had “made it easier for 
men to believe in general goodness,” 
and declared that he exemplified in 
highest degree the “qualities of a sin- 
cere Christian gentleman.” 

Dr. Charles P. MacLaughlin, for 
the Lutheran church, said that Dr. 
Lacy was one of the first to welcome 
him when he came to Atlanta 18 
months ago and that he had extended 
the spirit of friendship and helpful- 
ness at all times. 

His Classmate Speaks. 

Dr. D. W. Dodge. of the Congre- 
gational church, told how he bad been 
a classmate of Dr. Lacy’s at Union 
Theological seminary and how they 
had pbeen co-pastors of. the same 
church near Petersburg, Va., when 
they were both heginning their ca- 
reer in the pulpit. He declared that 
Dr. Lacy was a power for good be- 
cause he is a “good spert.” 

F. A. Wilson-Lawrenson, publisher 
of the Atlanta Georgian, spoke on 
behalf of the newspapers of the city, 
declaring that the life of a man like 
Dr. Lacy was of more influence in 
city than all the vaunted “power 
”’ because, he said, the 
only reflect the charac- 
ter of the people they serve.

BURTON WITHDRAWS 
FROM CONGRESS RACE 


Giving as his reasons “an Anti- 
Saloon league «lush fund to accom- 
plish his defeat and an organized 
clique of radicals and bootleggers who 
would ‘stoop to conquer,’” and the 
further fact that his physical condi- 
tion would not at this time permit 
him to engage in a heated campaign, 
Louis A. Burton, wine and beer can- 
didate for congress, withdrew from the 
race Monday. He stated, that he 
would be a candidate in the next elec- 
tion, and referred to his position on 
the prohibition question as “uncom- 
promisingly wet.” 

I regret most profonndly that I must with- 
draw from the contest at this time because 
of the thousands of loyal friends who hare 
pledged the cause I represent unstinted sup- 
port. My withdrawal is no indication that 
I either fear defeat or that the present 
prohibition law is not condemned by a ma- 
jority of our people. As all within the 
range of my acquaintance know, I am a 
young lawyer with little capital, and three 
children have first claim upon my modest 
income. While patriotism is a asaplendid 
trait, no man can be a patriot whose first 
consideration ig not for those dependent 
upon him. 

The Anti-Saloon league 1s flooding this 
district with campaign money, and the 
bootleggers and radicals are organized to ac- 
eomplish my defeat. To overcome the in- 
fluence of extravagant advertising would 
necessarily incur greater expense than, 
frankly, I can hope to cope with. <A fur- 
ther reason for my decision is the fact that 
a law practice which occupies all my time 
and energies, and which has been unusually 
voluminous, has drawn heavily on my physi- 
cal strength. I have not enjoyed a vaca- 
tion in five years, and as the present con- 
test promises to be a hot one, I could. not 
hope to give it loyal work under present 
conditions of my health and strength. Let 
me remind the thousands who have pledged 
me support that I shall continue to be un- 
compromisingly wet and expect to give the 
present ‘‘bone dry’’ law battle until pro- 
hibition reforms become the law of the land. 
Two years hence I will make the race and 
expect to lead our cause to victory. 

It is neither proper nor expected of me 
to support either of the remaining candi- 
dates actively unless one of them should 
announce for modification. In such an event 
I would appeal to my supporters to rally 
to his banner and would work actively to 
the end that he received a deserved over- 
whelming victory. I am now out of the 
race, but expect to continue to advocate 
and support the cause, and appeal to my 
friends over the district to swat the dryest 
man in the race hardest, to the end that 
Georgia may take her place among. the 
sisterhood of states in voicing pretest 
against a law which has wronght greater 
menace to morality and civilization than 
any statute that was ever forced on a liber- 


ty-loving nation.

Hardening of Rates, 

While refusing to take a definite 
stand on the tread of the money mar- 
ket for the longer look ahead until 
more is known about the trend of crops 
and general trade, Wall street bank- 
ers may-be found who believe that if 
general trade continues to improve to 
the point where money rates will be 
hardened, this hardening of money 
rates, in view of the existing delicate 
adjustment between our domestic and 
foreign dema'ad and domestic and for- 
eign production, will cause a slowing 
down in our domestic general trade. 
There are times when general trade on 
the mend ignores advancing moncy 
rates. That is whea the margin of 

rofits in general trade can afford to 
ignore higher money rates. Some Wall 
street bankers are of the belief that 
under general fundamental conditions 
general trade will not ignore adva‘acing 
time money rates and rates on com- 
mercial paper. However, that is some- 
thing which Wall street bankers feel 
is to be decided by actual develop- 
ments, and in the meantime they are 
going to stay on the fence. 

Rumors were heard here today that 
Standard Oil of New Jersey is plan- 
ning to retire within the next few 
months, its $200,000,000 outstanding 
7 per cent preferred stock which is 
callable at 115 and which is now sell- 
ing in the open market a couple of 
points higher. Wall street’s guess is 
that the preferred stock will be re- 
tired from funds raised by offering 
common stock to shareholders with 
rights, and that as part of these plans 
the dividend on the common stock will 
be raised to $2 a year against the 
$1.50 now being paid. The company 


earned $4.70 a share for its common, 


stock last year and earnings are now 
believed to be running ahead of 1925. 
The outstanding preferred stock was 
put out by J. P. Morgan and com- 
pany, the first time this banking firm 
ever acted for a Standard Oil com- 
pany: The money required by Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey at that time, 
during and immediately after the war, 
cost the company 7 per cent plus the 
banking commission, but at that time 
other companies were raising needed 
funds at a cost of 8, 9, 10 per cent 
and even more. The outstanding pre- 
ferred stock of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey was well placed by the bank- 
ers in the hands of investors which is 
something to be considered. But the 
chances of reducing the carrying 
charge with money as easy. as it is 
now, is also to be considered. Up to 
the present time the preferred stock 
has not been callable. It is now call- 
able, all or part. 

Walter P. Chrysler, president of 
the Chrysler corporation, is not one 
of those business men who has any 
doubt regarding -the outlook for gen- 
eral trade during the last half year. 
He says: “American business should 
face the second six months of 1926 
with genuine confidence. There is no 
ground for pessimism.’’ He _ says 


everybody is not satisfied with the 


business they are doing, but there is 


never a time when everybody is sat- 
isfied. He thinks the existing aver- 
age is high and will continue so. 


Corn Products High. 


A few weeks ago when Corn Prod- 
ucts were selling around 36, or soine

the district court. The sale was made 
subject to confirmation of the pro- 
posed reorganization plans by the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

The reorganization plans include 
a bid made by the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad, whereby the bondholders will 
sell the A., B. & A. to the Coast Line 
at a figure already determined and 
tentatively submitted to the court and 
the commission. 

The reorganization committee of 
the bondholders was represented at 
Tuesday’s sale by George E. Roose- 
velt and T. A. Fowler, Jr., of New 
York city, and theirs was the only 
bid made for the property. 

There will be no change in opera- 
tion of road, it was stated, until the 
bondholders finally dispose of the 
properties under the reorganization 
plan and a new corporation is formed 
to take over the road. Colonel B. L. 
Bugg, who has been receiver for the 
past five years, will continug in that 
capacity. . 

The price paid covers all the A., B, 


‘& A. properties under the court order 


and all claims against the road by va- 
rious creditors with the exception of 
stockholders. 

The Coast Line bid, now before the 
interstate commerce commission for 
approval, contemplates payment to 
bondholders of preferred stock issued 
on a basis of one share worth $60 
fore each $100 worth of bonds.
